BEARD AND TRAPPED 
TIN MAL PLOT 


Postoffice Inspector Joined 
Gang, Uncovered Scheme 
and Frustrated Daring 
Holdup, Planned for Today 


HAD DEN WIRED WITH 
TELEPHONIC DEVICES 


Officers Then Listened to 
Band Plot to Rob Regis- 
tered Mail Section of New 
York City Hall Station.

NEV’ YORK, May 20.—A gigantic 
rostoffice holdup surp’ssing in spec- 
tacularity and daring any of the re- 
cent registered mail thefts would 
have been perpetrated at the City 
Fall postoffice today, but for the 
keen work of a postoffice inspector 


‘ who grew a bad man's beard con- 


‘orted with the plotters and uncov- 
ered their scheme. 

This was the statement yesterday 
by Postoffice Inspector Doran in 
making public the details >f the ar- 
rest of seven men—six of them pres- 
ent or past postoffice employes. He 
asserted their capture would clear up 
the registered mail theft of July 1%, 


when $1,477,000 in Liberty bonds 
bound for Washington were stolen 
from the mails, would aid in solv- 
ing a heretofore undisclosed theft of 
$40,000 in securities addressed to 
Watertown, N. Y., and might go far 
t ward clearing up the $2,000,000 
mail truck holdup in lower Broad- 
tay last October. 
Daylight Holdup Planned. 

Plans had been laid and were to 
have been carried out in broad day- 
lV tht—fo~ -.oldup r -.l robbery of 
the entire registered mail section of 
th city hall station through which 
? itl, us in securities ~ daily ‘rom 
the Wall Street financial zone. In- 
spector Doran said. Orders had 
been issued to shoot any employe 
who resisted. 

The plotters had visited the city 
hall station several times, made 1 
careful survey of the “layout” and 
planned their raid tn great detail. 

The name of the inspector who un- 

overed the plot with his bvad-man 
beard an his plausible manner. was 
withheld. 

Got Counted In on Holdup. 

The bearded man. it was said. suc- 
ceeded in getting himself “counted 
in” on the proposed City Yall sta- 
tion holdup and talked Over in detail 
with the others in his supposed 
“den” which he had wired with tele- 
Phonic devices. The Seven captives 
taken Thursday night were con- 
fronted with transcripts of the tele- 
phonic record early yesterday in the 
presence of the bearded Inspector, 
and some of them are alleged to 
have confessed. 

The chief actor in this heft, he 
Said. was Morris Steinberg, a 19- 
year-old clerk in the registry depart- 
ment. Steinberg, according to the 
Inspector, had some means—as vet 
tndiscovered—of ascertaining when 
Valuable packages were to come to 
the postoffice from the Federa) Re- 
serve Bank. 

He knew in advance of the nig 
shipment of Liberty Bonds which 
was made on July 18, and taid the 
pouch aside when it was delivered. 

Tossed Pouch Into Closet. 

A few minutes later, it is alleged, 
he took the pouch to a small closet 
on the third floor, where Edward 
Fogel, a confederate, had been hid- 
ing for several hours. Tossing the 
pouch into the closet, he strolled 
nonchalantly back to his post, leav- 
ing Fogel to rip it open, extract the 
package of bonds and slip quietly 
out of the building. 


Steinberg was suspected at the 
time, but care was taken at that 
time to make him think he was not. 
and a short time later occasion was 
found to drop him from the service 
for infraction of the rules. 

The tnspectors continued to watch 
him, and the “bearded gent” man- 
aged to scrape an acquaintance at 


the confectionery store he and Fogel 


had opened. 
Conversation Recorded. 

Taking a room in the lower East 
Side as his “hangout,” the inspector 
installed a speech-recording instru- 
ment and invited them to visit him. 
It was not long until he had met- 
the other five men alleged to be 
members of the gang and was swap- 
ping stories with them about their 
mail-robbing exploits—while the fel- 
low inspectors recorded the conver- 
sations in an adjoining room. Fi- 
nally the gangsters let the “‘hearded 
gent” in on the City Hall station 
plot—then the swoop came.

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Wounded Prisoner Who Had 
Killed Policeman Taken 
From Texarkana Jail and 
Strangled to Death. 


By the Associated Press. 

TEXARKANA, Ark., May 20.— 
This city was quiet early today fol- 
lowing the lynching last night of 
Hullen Owens, negro, by a large mob 
who took him from the Miller Coun- 
ty jail on the Arkansas side of the 
city, where he had been confined 
follovring the fatal shooting of R. C. 
Choate, Arkansas policeman. Au- 
thoritie:s have made no announce- 
ment concerning what steps will be 
taken toward investigating the 
lynching. ; 

Owens had been arrested Thursday 
night and »laced in the jail ona 
charge of theft. Yesterday afternoon 
he told Choate and Chief of Police 
rLummus that if they would release 
him he would show them where he 
had concealed some stolen automo- 
bile appliances. Taking him at his 
word, the officers accompanied him 
to an alley, where he rummaged in 
a trash receptacle and suddenly 
pulled out a gun, ordering the offi- 
cers to stand back. Chief Lummus 
drew his gun and shot Owens in the 
face. The negro then fled for three 
blocks with th- officers in close pur- 
suit. He hopped aboard an automo- 
bile and when Choate attempted t7 
prevent his escape, the fugitive fired 
on him, six shots entering his abdo- 
men, resulting in his death 30 min- 
utes later at a hospital. 

Escapes in Automobile. 

Despite his wound from Lummus'’ 
gun, Owens managed to make nis 
getaway in the automobile, driving 
to . point about a mile from the civy, 
where he abandoned the car and fied 
into the woods. Apparently fearing 
capture by Lummus who, reinforced 
by other officers, was in hot wursuit, 
Owens attempted to drown himself 
ina pool. He was dragged from the 
sater by Sheriff John Strang2 of 
Miller County and taken to a hospi- 
tal for treatment for his wounil. 
which was bleeding profusely 

Large crowds gathered around the 
hospital while his injury was being 
dressed. Officers succeeded in get- 
ting him safely ’o the jail, ut at 
about 8:20 o’clock a mob estinai-d 
at a thousand persons stormeil the 
s‘: :etur t-eaking down the heey 
door with an iron battering ram ind 
decpite the remonstrance of >ficers, 
dragged the wounded negro from h's 
cot with a rope and out to the street 
where death from strangulation soon 
resulted. The corpse was then 
dragged to an open space near the 
Union Depot. where a large quantity 
of kerosene soaked fuel was ignited. 
The body was thrown on the fire. 

Tried to Protect Negro. 

Sheriff Strange made an effort to 
p t.ct the prisoner, but was power- 
less to resist the mob. Many of the 
me ers peared to be armed. The 
Sheriff r-fused to srrrender his keys 
to the jail on demand and was 
rather roughly handled, but not se- 
riously injured. Municipal Judge H. 
M. Barney made an impassioned ap- 
peal from the jail steps that the law 
be permitted to take its course, but 
his remarks were drowned out with 
such cries as “We want the murdc-er 
«* Dick Choate, and “This is no time 
for pretty talk.” 

Choa was one of the best known 
officers on the Arkansas side of the 
citv, where he had s: -ved for the last

were fined $1000 each by Federal 


Judge Faris today on pleas of guilty 


to violaticns of the Volstead law, 
for which each corporation had been 
indicated on four counts. The fine 
was $250 on each count 


It was disclosed today by Vance 
J. Higgs, attorney for both com- 
panies, that temporary permits for 
the manufacture of malt beverage 
having more than the legal half of 
} per cent alcoholic content, for sub- 
sequent dealcoholization, had heen 
issued by the Prohibition Depart- 
ment at Washington, D. C., after the 
allewed viviations, with the provision 
that the companies plead guilty to 
the charges. 


The indictments charged each 
company with manufacture of beer 
containing more than the legal limit 
of alcohol, possession of such beer, 
transportation of it, and violation of 
their permits to make such beer and 
dealcoholize it. Shortly after the al- 
leged violations former State Prohi- 
bition Director Shrader P. Howell re- 
voked the companies’ permits. A lit- 
tle later the temporary permits were 
issued at Washington. 

Both companies are Mable under 
the law for considerable taxes and 
penalties in connection with the 
cases. No such assessments have 
been made by the Internal Revenue 
Department, although the Prohibi- 
tion Department has recommended 
them. The Obert Co. has offered to 
pay $9,000, and the Griesedieck Co., 
$12,000, in compromise of any as- 
sessments. These offers are under 
consideration. 

Special Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Dyott said today that there had 
been no deal to keep officers of the 
companies from being indicted if the 
corporations would plead guilty, but 
that there had been nothing shown 
to justify proceeding against the of- 
ficers,

$5000 Contributed. at Annual 
Meeting on $17,901 Deficit 
of Previous Years. 


The St: Louis Symphony Society 


held its annual meeting at Jeffer- 


’ son Memorial last night, about 150 
members attending, and the treas- 
urer reported that the great deficit 
which threatened disbandment of 
the orchestra in the season of 1920- 


— 21 had been reduced to $17,901, by 


a successful season and liberal sub- 
scriptions. 


_ Although it had not been intended | 


to ask for money at the meeting, 
Frank P. Crunden suggested that in 
yiew of the good showing in the 
treasurer's report it would be well 
to reduce the deficit further by ad-| 
ditional subscriptions, and the re- 


$5000, thus reducing the total in- 
debtedness of the society to $12,901. 

The report showed pledges for 
next season amounting to $60,000, 
and it was pointed out that a rea- 
sonably good season would leave the 
society out of debt. 

Offiéers were elected, John Fowler 
being re-elected president, and a 
board of sponsors was appointed. 

Conductor Ganz made an enter- 
taining talk on his experiences with 
the orchestra, and said he would like 
to have more men and some new in- 
struments. Concertmaster Gusikoff, 
‘cellist, Steindel and Ganz, at the 
piano, played Brahms’ Sonata in A 


major, first movement, and the 
Arensky Trio in D minor. 
65 Concerts Given. 

The report of Arthur J. Gaines, 


secretary-manager, showed 65 con- 
certs given in St. Louis in the sea- 
son just closed and 106 rehearsals. 
There were 15 Friday afternoon and 
15 Saturday evening symphony con- 
certs; 20 Sunday afternoon popular 
concerts, five Saturday.morning chil- 
dren’s concerts by arrangement with 
the Post-Dispatch, two concerts with 
the St. Louis Pageant Choral So.- 
ciety, four afternoon children’s con- 
certs at Kansas City and four eve- 
ning ~-~~hony concerts at Kansas; 
City. 

The attendance at all concerts 
showed an increase over the preced- 
ing season of 518 on Friday after- 
noons, 341 on Saturday evenings and 
5340 on Sunday afternoons, a total 
increased attendance of 6199.

cup sugar. one cup water. one 

cup flour, two teaspoons baking 
powder, one-quarter teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon sugar. one and one- 
half tablespeons shortening. one- 
quarter cup liquid.
